DANTRELLS MUST 
HANG FOR CRIME 


Governor John M. Slaton 
Declines to Interfere and 
Two Brothers Will Pay 
' Death Penalty Today. 


Bart and Jim Cantrell, of Hall coun- 


ty, will today pay the penalty 
on the gallows at Gainesville for the 
murder of Arthur Hawkins about 


year ago. 

At a late hour Thursday 
Slaton declined to interfere. The Can- 
trells were to have been hanged last 
Friday, but Governor Slaton respited 
them in order that he might have more 
' time to go over the record in the case. 

The case attracted great interest in 

and vicinity, and much 
| sy mpathy Was expressed for the young 
men. Recently H. H. Dean and the 
late Fletcher M. Johnson, of Gainesville, 
appeared before the prison commission 
and urged that the young men be 
commuted to life imprisonment. The 
commission declined to act. 

Bart Cantrell killed Arthur Hawkins 
in order that his brother Jim might 
continue his illicit relations with his 
wife, Sylvia Hawkins. 

Governor Slaton’s opinion follows:

Solely because it was claimed that Bart 
Cantrell was approximately 17 years of age 
at the time of the murder, these cases 
have been a source of anxiety to me. 

The prison commission, composed of three 
gentlemen chosen by the péople have de- 
clined to recommend executive interference. 
They have fully investigated the facts about 
which there is no dispute. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hawkins lived in Hall county 
and the record discloses no reflection upon 
the character of the husband. 

Mrs. Hawkins and Jim Cantrell. a wid- 
ower 27 years of age, became enamoured 
| of each other. The record shows that Jim 
Cantrell endeavored to persuade Mrs. Haw- 
kins to consent to illicit relations with him. 
and when she demurred, he referred her 
to this verse of the Scriptures: 

"He that lusteth after a woman 


in his 


,own heart hath already committed adul- 


tery.”’ 

Upon being referred to this authority, 
Mrs. Hawkins consented to improper re- 
lationship, which continued for some time. 
She wrote letters to Jim Cantrell, urging 
him to kill her husband, and suggesting 
that he put Mr. Hawkins’ body on the rail- 
road track and both could derive a good 
sum of money from suing the railroad. 

The woman bought some shelis from a 
store, and she and Jim Cantrell melted the 
shot into slugs and with it loaded a, shot 
gun. They fired it at a target to see the 
effect. 

Promise Bart Reward. 


They then undertook to persuade Bart 
Cantrell, who was married, to do the kill- 
ing, and promised him a stili cap and con- 
denser and a trade which meant $6.00. 

Jim Cantrell told Bart that if he (Jim) 
did the killing it would be found out, be- 
cause he was going to marry tne woman, 
‘but nobody would ever suspect Bart Can- 
trell. 

They further told 
dalous statements 
about female relatives 
but Bart Cantrell said 
him so very angry. 

Bart Cantrell then took the shot gun. went 
to a crib by which Mr. Hawkins was to 
pass, and when he came by riding a mule 
from the fleld where he had been at work, 
shot and killed him. 

Mrs. Hawkine was found. gulity with a 
‘recommendation to mercy, and was sen- 
|tenced to the penitentiary for life. She 
pressed no motion for a new trial. 

Jim and Bart Cantrell were tried sep- 
arately and each found guilty of murder 
without recommendation. The sentence was 
(approved by the judge and the judgment 
was affirmed by the supreme court.

Washington, July 30.—(Special.)— 
It developed here today that the cam- 
paign canard which has risen up to 
plague Roscoe Luke in the howr of his 
anticipated victory in the race for dis- 
trict attorney, was one strongly cen- 
suring President Wilson, then a 
didate for the presidential nomination, 
for having written a letter of sym- 
pathy to Booker T. Washington. 

It will be recalled that a campaign 
canard was circulated all over the coun- 
try that Mr. Wilson, Andrew Carnegie 
and other prominent persons had ex- 
pressed by telegrams and letters their 
deep regret over the predicament in 
which Booker Washington found him- 
self after calling at the apartment of 
a white woman in New York. At that 
time the Alabama educator was chased 
through Central Park and barely es- 
caped a severe beating. 

Friends of President Wilson denied 
the charge that he had done such a 
thing as express sympathy, and no 
corroborative evidence was ever offered 
to prove that he did. 

It could not be learned here who 
called the interview of Mr. Luke to the 
attention of Président Wilson. But 
that the president was deeply incensed 
over it goes without saying.

European Fight: Will Make 
American Waterway Stra- 
tegic Highway—Commerce 
Will Be Diverted From 
Suez. 


Washington, July 380.—-The Panama 
canal, which will besopen to commerce 
in another two weeks, iasdestined at 
the outset to becashe a stratezic high- 
way of the world if thé ‘present hostil- 
ities between Austria-Hungary and 
Servia develop inte ‘a general conflict 
involving the other European powers. 

The treaty stipulation provides that 
the canal, like the Suez canal, ‘shall 
ibe free and open to the vessels’ of 
commerce and of war of all nations” 
and “shall never be blockaded, nor 
shall any right of war be exercised nor 
anv act of hostility be committed with- 
in it.” ‘ 
Suez Commerce For Panama. 


The liability of search would be a 
hazard to Suez and Mediterranean

JAPAN MAY FIGHT 
AS BRITAIN’S ALLY 


Possibility That Japan Will 
Take Part in War Causes 
Excitement in Diplomatic 
Circles. 


St. Petersburg, July 30.—The official 
agency here today publishes a dis- 
patch from Tokio quoting a newspaper 
there as expressing the view that in 
case of a general European war the 
participation of Japan as the ally of 
Great Britain is possible. 


Washington, July 30.—The possibili- 
ty that Japan might become involved 
in a general war should her ally, Eng- 
land, be drawn into the threatened 
vortex in Europe, was discussed today 
in diplomatic circles here. The treaty 
of alliance between Great Britain and 
Japan, signed in 1905 and renewed in 
1911, provides that the two countries 
shall support each other in the event 
of an attack or aggressive. action 
against either in eastern Asia, or India 
by another power. 

Rumors of Secret Clauses. 


“ There have been rumors of secret 


clauses, greatly extending the scope 
of the convention, and making it apply 
to hostilities conducted outside of the 
far east, but the existence of any such 
extra provisions is unknown to the 
State department or the Japanese em- 
bassy here. 

Therefore the policy of Japan's be- 
ing drawn into any.war that might 
involve Great Britain with Germany or 
Austria or Italy is believed here to 
hinge entirely upon naval develop- 
ments in the far east. In those waters 
are many vessels of European powers 
engaged in looking after the inter- 
ests of their citizens resident in China, 
Korea and Japan. Just as the first 
blow in the naval war between the 
United States and Spain in 1898 was 
unexpectedly struck in the far away 
Philippines, it is suggested the first 
Clash between European powers might 
occur in the China sea. And in case 
the British fleet there should find it- 
self engaged in hostilities with the 
German and Austrian and Italian ves- 
sels, many believe Japan would be 
called upon to aid her ally. 

World Fleet in Far East. 

Aside from Japan's navy, the inter- 
national far eastern fleet is made up 
largely of cruisers. Many of the ves- 
sels, however, are more powerful than 
any of the American warships that fol- 
lowed Dewey's pennant into Manila Bay 
sixteen years ago. Great ‘Britain, in- 
cluding her East Indian squadron, has 
two battleships, two large cruisers, 
four light cruisers and _ thirty-five 
smaller craft, including gunboats, de- 
stroyers and torpedoes and submarines. 

Germany has two armored cruisers, 
four light cruisers, seven gunboats and 
two destroyers. 

Russia has four light cruisers, eight 
small gunboats, thirty destroyers and 
thirteen submarines, the latter said to 
be in poor condition. 

The French fleet in the Orient in- 
cludes two armored cruisers, five gun- 
boats and one destroyer. 

Italy had only one cruiser 
report in Asiatic waters. 

The American navy in the Philippines 
and Chinese waters comprises one first- 
class cruiser, two third-class cruisers, 
ten gunboats, two monitors, five de- 
stroyers and several auxiliaries. 

In the event of war this fleet might 
play an important part in looking after 
American interests and perhaps in car- 
ing for the rights of the citizens of 
neutral governments. 

Japan Watchfully Walits. 

Tokio, July 30.—Japan’'s attitude on 
the European crisis may be described 
as one of watchful waiting. Should 
(Great Britain become involved in the 
war and British rights and tnterests 
in eastern Asia or India be menaced 
or attacked, it is stated that Japan, in 
fulfillment of her alliance with Great 
Britain, will assist that country. How- 
ever, if the wer is limited to Europe. 
Japan probably will remain neutral. 

Severay newspapers here say _ the 
withdrawal of Russia’s forces from the 
Far last would afford Japan an op- 
portunity to extend her influence in 
Asia. ' 

A suggestion has been made here 
that Japan and the United States si- 
multaneously essay mediation in the 
European crisis.

The war of- 
fice throws cold water on the word 
“mobilization,” and has issued another 
carefully framed notice to the news- 
papers that only .“the usual 
tions’’ are being taken. 

Nevertheless, every step necessary to 
place the land forces on a war footing, 
except the summoning of the territori- 
als to arms, has been taken. All the 
territorial officers received orders to- 
day to be prepared for a call to duty. 

A large section of the engineer's 
staff of the territorials has been 
ordered on duty. It consists of electri- 
cians, mine-layers, bridge builders and 
searchlight and lighthouse’ experts. 
Some of these forces are being sent to 
Ireland to replace the engineers of the 
regular army, all of whom have been 
withdrawn from that place, for duty 
in conection with the land defenses, 
particularly on the eastern coast. 

All Officers and Privates Recalled. 

Every officer and private of the reg- 
ular establishment on leave has been 
recalled. All the police on leave have

Real “Militant” Suf f ragist, 
Whom England Imprisoned, 


Bomb-T 


hrowing 


“Yes, it was my sister Gladys— 
Gladys Evans—who dropped the bomb 
in the Dublin theater and was impris- 
oned for it, but that was a mere inci- 
dent in the beginning of the _ recent 
stirring activitits of the Woman's So- 
cial and Political Union of Great Brit- 
ain,’’ said Mrs. Ethel Loyd-Jones yes- 
terday when she eloquently explained 
the “why” of militancy among the 
women suffragists of England. 

“Militancy is not a mild expression 
of anything, I confess,’ continued the 
Englishwoman, “and I can understand 
the women of America, and especially 
the women of the south, will never 
feel the necessity for the militancy 
which the British woman feels’ she 
must exercise to obtain final justicé,’’ 

Mrs. Loyd-Jones, who, like all 8 
British women of education and traif{- 
ing, has the gentlest of voices, 
in this country over a year; is delighted 
with it and the oeonditions she  ob- 
seryes, and believes that soon—just as 
soon a8 enough women ask for suf- 
frage in the United States—they will 
get it, and without having to struggle 
for it, as do their British sisters. 

Had Been Imprisoned, ‘Too. 

Regarding her a comparatively smal] 
woman with clear but tenderly § ex- 
pressive eyes, and hearing her conver- 
sation in almost dulcet notes, it was 
difficult to realize that she like her 
sister had been imprisoned for too vio- 
lently espousing “the cause.” 

“No, I did not throw i bomb, or 
Smash a window, or tear down an old 
masterpiece,” said Mrs Loyd-Jones. 
“I simply started with a little group of 
women with a petition which we 
wished to present to the house of com- 
mons 

“True, it represented the 
three hundred women to get a hearing. 
lt was announced that we were march- 
ing in that number, but not altogether 
just about ten at a time, and you 
should have seen the army British 
policemen out to meet us! There was a 
whole regiment of them drawn up in 
hollow squares: and Maltese crosses 
and all sorts of fancy wavs, far 
down the square as the eye could 
reach—and all to quell the perfectly 
righteous effort of a group of women 
not asking for anything, but just to 
present a petition in the house of com- 
mons, 

“Now the group I. was inj de- 
termined to try it out, and get in and 
we tried to push our way on, but were 
overpowered and imprisoned, of 
us, however, serving our full sentence, 
which was limited through the efforts 
of influential friends.

Criticises City Executive 
Committee for Not Placing 
Two Polling Booths in the 
Third Ward. 


James G. Woodward, Atlanta’s mayor 
for three terms, will seek re-election in 
the September primary, according to 
his first authoritative announcement. 

Within ten days the mayor will place 
his entrance fee of $150 with the city 
executive committee. He told The Con- 

ution Thursday that he will make 
statement of his campaign policies 
at the time he files his entrance. 

Up to the present date, formi- 
dable opposition against Mayor Wood- 
ward is apparent in city politics. 
Friends of Councilman Orville H.g#Hall, 
.of-the Third ward, have been urging 
him to make the race for mayor, and 
it is understood that he has been giv- 
ing the proposal serious consideration. 


To Make Formal Statement. 


Mayor Woodward announced Thurs- 
day that he will make a formal state- 
ment to the people concerning his ad- 
ministration of two years. 

“I told the people when I sought elec- 
tion last time that I would give an ac- 
counting of my every act while mayor,” 
he said. “I am going to keep that 
promise even though it will not be ex- 
actly pleasant to some people.” 

Mayor Woodward criticised the ac- 
tion of the city executive committee in 
making the assessments against may- 
Oralty candidates and those seeking the 
place of city recorder $150, and allow- 
ing candidates for city attorney to 
make an entrance fee of only $100. The 
mayor also-criticised the committee for 
not establishing two polling booths in 
the Third ward. 

“In my opinion the committee should 
have assessed candidates for mayor, 
city attorney and recorder $150 each, 
or it should have assessed them $100,” 
he said. “I imagine $100 will be suf- 
ficient to cover the expense of the elec- 
tion. The office of city attorney is im- 
portant and the compensation is com-

Hon. Joseph M. Brown has address- 
ed the following card, in which he at- 
tacks Senator Hoke Smith's record on 
Several important points, to the péeo- 
ple of Georgia:

PROBLEMS IN HOT 


WEATHER. 

1.—What is pasteurized milk? 

Pasteurized milk is fresh cow’s milk, 
heated to 155 or 160 degrees Fahrenheit 
and kept at that temperature thirty 
minutes. It is prescribed when the 
mother is not sure of the source of 
milk fed her baby. It will make fresh 
milk safer. It will not freshen stale, 
old milk. It should not be kept more 
than 24 hours. 

2.—How can I pasteurize milk at 
home? 

Fill the bottles with milk, cork with 
sterile absorbent cotton, set in a pail 
with boiling water up to the top of 
the bottles, cover tightly and stand 
aside for 30 or 45 minutes. Cool the 
bottles rapidly and stand on ice. 

3.—Should milk be boiled in summer? 

Not unless your doctor orders it. 
Clean milk does not require boing. 
Regular feedings of boiled milk may 
cause scurvy. If your baby is subject 
to attacks of diarrhoea, the doctor will 
ordtér boiled milk, with a teaspoonful 
or two of orange juice between feed- 
ings. 

> penn ee shall I feed my baby while 
traveling? : ; 

If possible, avoid traveling with a 
bottle-fed baby. But if it is necessary 
and the journey is short, buy a wicker- 
covered ice box made for traveling 
purposes. Prepare and pack the milk 
as in your refrigerator at home. Fora 
long journey, supply unsweetened con- 
densed milk in small cans. temem- 
ber that condensed milk spoils when 
open; also that it is twice as strong as 
plain or whole milk, and must be di- 
luted accordingly. If condensed milk 
is fed the baby for any length of time, 
give strained orange juice between 
feedings, to supply a fresh element.

PROGRESS TOWARD HEALTH. 

The house yesterday passed the public 
health bill, making Georgia’s department of 
health a genuine and not a fictitious one. 

The bill creating a bureau of vital sta- 
tistics under the jurisdiction of the state 
board of health has already passed the 
senate. 

There is little question that the public 
health bill will pass the senate and that 
the vital statistics bill will pass the house. 

The friends of one are the friends of 
both, since the purposes of the two bills 
are interlocking and their functions in- 
separable. 

There can be no genuine public health 


service without a vital statistics bureau, and 
the findings of the vital statistics bureau 
are valueless unless there is a public health 
law to take advantage of them. 

Georgia is the only state in the union 
without provision for collecting and pre- 
serving vital statistics. 

Georgia is one of the few states in the 
union without an adequate public health 
service. 

These twin bills remedy the condition, 
“and insure that we shall know where dis- 
ease exists in Georgia and in what volume, 
and that proper means shall be taken to 
combat it. 

Both bills are aimed at the death rate. 


a 


They are inseparable from the standpoint 
of fighting disease and the death rate. It 
is to be hoped that with the least delay 
the senate will pass the public health bill 
and the house the vital statistics bill. 


NO LONGER AN ISSUE. 

The mooted question of the removal of 
the state capital from Atlanta to Macon 
has been definitely and finally eliminated 
from the political situation in Georgia for 
this year. 

This is the effect of the announcement 
that there would be no attempt at the pres- 
ent session of the legislature to press any 
bill looking to the removal of the capital. 
This is a wise policy, insuring that there 
shall be no injurious agitation, leading no- 
where and provoking only acrimony, waste 
of time and ill-féeling. Of course, the state 
knows that the capital is at Atlanta to stay, 
and agitation to remove it helps nobody 
and hurts the state. 

The elimination of this subject as a pos- 
sible campaign issue is emphasized by the 
recent statement of the Macon candidate 
for governor, the Hon. Nat E. Harris. When 
asked from the stump what his position 
was on the question, he replied: “What I 
am trying to do is to move Macon to the 
governor’s office in Atlanta, and it is only 
to that extent that the matter figures as 
an issue.” 

Judge Harris’ statement, and the an- 
nouncement from the Bibb delegation in 
the legislature, closes the matter, let us 
hope, not only for this but for all time. 

The state is to be congratulated that 
a topic so fraught with disagreeable possi- 
bilities is not to be made the football of 
politics. 


PERFECTING TITLES. 


The senate judiciary committee has re- 
ported for passage a bill looking to the 
introduction in Georgia of the Torrens land 
title system. The bill is drafted to meet 
the local option plan. That is, it will be 
applicable to no county until the people 
of that county so decide. 

Any system that corrects the chaotic 
condition of land titles and title registra- 
tion in Georgia is an improvement. The 
senate can perform a public service by 


passing this or some similar bill and send- 
ing it speedily to the house. | 

Prominent bankers have warned Georgia | 
that her farmers will not get the full value of | 
rural credits unless her land title and mort- 
gage foreclosure laws are materially clari- 
fied and amended. Rural credit banks base 
their loans prfmarily upon land, and such 
loans can never be protected unless the | 
titles are easily provable and strong. 

It is probable that either this fall or | 
next winter, congress will enact rural credit 
legislation. If Georgia's title laws are not 
reformed by that time, the state will be at) 
a serious disadvantage with the rest of the | 


country in reaping advantages from the new | 
system. patie.

Suggests Easy Plan 
For Farm Ownership 


Editor Constitution: The question of 
securing desirable settlers for this part of 
the south has provoked much discussion in 
recent years, but I think it is generally 
agreed that the results of the work so far 
have not been generklly satisfactory. As 
you have taken an active personal interest 
in the matter, I invite your attention to 
the recent settlement of land in Maryland 
by a club composed of American citizens, 
who have been employed in the Panama 
canal zone and who are returning to the 
States to settle permanently. 

A club was formed by these men, for the 
Purpose of purchasing a body of unimproved 
land somewhere in the south, sufficient in 
area to provide its members with homes and 
an opportunity for agricultural pursuits. As 
the result of correspondence, they succeeded 
in getting in touch with many such tracts of 
land and sent a committee of three of their 
members .to inspect the same. The coming 
of this committee was widely advertised and 
the railroads in Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia and Alabama did all they 
could to secure the colony by showing its 
committee lands that were considered suit- 
able and available in those states. The com- 
mittee advised that the lands shown by this 
in Georgia and Alabama were 
very attractive, but reported in favor of one 
in Maryland. In doing so they said: 

“A local holding corporation will be 
formed to purchase the tract for cash, 
verify titles, survey and subdivide, lay 
out roads and town sites, appraise the 
several subdivisions, and transfer the 
land to the club members at actual cost 
on the payment of one-fifth cash with a 
mortgage for ten years on the balance, 
and privilege of paying sooner in part 
or in full at option of buyer; and it Is 
also agreed that those financing the 
holding corporation shall, receive not to 
exceed 6 per cent interest on the capl- 
tal invested.”’ 

The theught occurs to me that this part 
of their financial arrangements was a con- 
trolling force and if so, it seems, to mé, 
worthy of our serious consideration. 

The Difficulty. 

Our correspondence with parties desiring 
farm lands indicates that a large majority 
of’ them wish to buy less than 160 acres; 
less than 10 per cent call for more than 250 
acres. Our first difficulty, therefore, is to 
find land for sale approximately suited to 
the demands of the purchaser. The next, 
and it is quite as important, is to secure a 
reasonable and fixed price for the land while 
negotiations for its examination and pur- 
chase are pending. All these difficulties 
have been overcome in the case fn point by 
cértain enterprising citizens in the state 
of Maryland, who have purchased the land 
and undertaken to divide it in accordance 
with the requirements of the members of 
the club, and to carry it on easy terms. 

Why ¢ the plan not worth a trial tn 
Georgia @nd Alabama? It has the advan- 
tage of enabling the settler of small means 
to buy his home and equip his farm imme- 
diately. The value of such a settler in the 
community to which he moves can  0be 
developed much more quickly and the 
security for the balance of the purchase 
price for the land would be greatly en- 
hanced. 

The railroads in this part of the country 
have no farming land for sale, and if devel- 
opment along these lines is to be accom- 
plished it must be made through the efforts 
of the commercial organizations in the 
thriving towns that now exist. If any of 
them along the line of the Central of Georgia 
railway are willing to try the experiment, 
we will be glad to aid them by every means 
at our command.to dispose of the land rap- 
idly and to a class of settlers who are cal- 
culated to contribute to the wealth and 
progress of our section.

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HONDURAS 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Sitwash.” 


Fionduras is an American republic about 
which as much ts generally Known as has 
been found: out definitely to date about the 
Colorado labor war. 

Central America harbors Honduras and 
has suffered more or less severely from it in 
the past. Honduras is one layer below Mex- 
ico, geographically and politically. It begins 
where Mexico leaves off on the map and in 
civilization, and covers an area of about 
50,000 square niles, being as disagreeable t9 
the inhabitants as a heavy Trash. 

Honduras is a hot, moist country, which 
is as hard on white men as buckshot. It 
raises bananas and Hades with equal facility 
and exports what hardwood it does not use 
for government officials to the United 
States. There are over 500,000 people ir. the 
country, most of whom are Indians or half- 
breeds. All the people of Honduras are free 
and equal, and can do whatever they please 
so long as they do not vote against the ad- 
ministration. The country has a fine consti- 
tution like its neighbors, but keeps it in a 
nice case, where it will not get soiled, and 
never refers to it. 

Hionduras produces much gold and silver, 
but doesn't get it itself. American and Brit- 
ish companies mine it, while Honduras goes 
gayly on owing about $100,000,000 in princi- 
pal and interest on its national debt. Thus 
we see what  statesmanship can do. The 
United States, with all its size, has barely 
been able to owe a billion dollars without 
incurring great hostility among the op- 
ponents of the administration, while coun- 
tries Iike Honduras, whose inhabitants do 
not average one shoe apiece, can pile up one- 
tenth of that amount and owe it to Euro- 
pean bankers at that. We should take les- 
sons from Honduras. 

Honduras has one railway line with an 
anaemic locomotive, some fine rivers, dense 
forests of mahogany, interesting ruins of 
the great Indian cities which flourished be- 
fore the white man introduced his justly cel- 
ebrated civilization into the vitals of the 
natives and a lottery company which ad- 
vertised the country extensively in the 
United States twenty years ago. It has been 
a republic since 1821 and has waged great 
wars with Nicaragua and other Central 
American nations, in some of which fatal- 
ities have occurred.

IN CONDUCT OF CAMPAIGN 

Mrs. Joseph M. Brown is actively assist- 
ing her husband in his race for the senate. 

Stroll into Brown headquarters at almost 
any hour of the day and you will find her 
right in the thick of the working force of 
men and women, addressing envelopes and 
doing whatever work comes to hand. 

Her son, Joseph Brown, is also hard at 
work at headquartérs. He has given up his 
other duties for the time being and is devot- 
‘ng all his time to his father’s interests. 

“Little Joe” is, of course, on the job, so 
there is quite a family of them engaged in 
the routine work of the campaign. Mr. 
Brown reads as much of the mail as it is 
possible for him to go through and per- 
Sonally dictates many of the letters.

schools in the United States are practically 
worthless on account of the low standards 
of these schools, which prevent their recog- 
nition bv the state boards. In from four- 
teen to thirty-two states the diplomas issued 
by thirty medical schools are not recog- 
nized. In these states the graduates of 
these thirty schools are not admitted to the 
examinations for licenses to practice medi- 
cine. This information should recelve wide 
publicity. particularly in the Interests of 
prospective medical students® Before select- 
ing a medical school the student. should 
know whether the training furnished and 
the diploma given by that school will qual- 
ify him for examination for ai license 
to praetice medicine in any state he may 
choose. The fact that recognition has been 
withdrawn or withheld from certain medical 
colleges is not always given publicity by 
state boards and, of course, is not published 
in th® announcements of the colleges affect- 
ed. Some students, therefore, have not been 
aware of the conditions until they had 
matriculated, or even until they apply for a 
license to practice. Hundreds of students 
have entered low-grade medjcal colleges, 
have spent large sums of money and have 
devoted three or four years to gfudy. or 
have been graduated before they learned 
that their diplomas were practically worth- 
less. This is wrong, and places a lifelong 
handicap on these students. Infurmation re- 
garding the non-recognition of low-grade 
medical colleges by state boards should be 
faa the hands of every prospective medical 
student when he chooses his college. This 
knowledge will enable him to avoid the 
serious mistake of makrng a bad start on 
his life's work. The intetligent student, 
thus informed, would certainly not waste 
his time and money tn a low grade institu- 
tion when !n the same time and with per- 
haps even less money he cvould obtain a 
training in a thoroughly well-conducted 
medical school which would not only better 
equip him for his profession, but would also 
enable him to ,ender better servive te the 
people who will depend on him for medical 
attention or hygienic instruction.

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PUBLIC HEALTH BIL 
PASSED BY HOU 


Vote on Measure 121 to 2. 
Provides for State Board of 
15 Members—Evans Coun- 


_ ty Favorably Acted Upon. 


The public health bill was passed 
by the house yesterday morning with 
only two dissenting votes, the vote 
standing 121 tp 2. The bill was intro-! 
duced by Representative R. C. Ellis, of 
Tift county, who made an eloquent 
Plea for its passage. Only two or 
three other short talks were made be- 
fore the vote was taken. 

The health bill provides for a state 
board of health consisting of fifteen 
members, three of whom shall be the 
secretary, the superintendent of 
Schools and the state veterinarian. The 
other twelve are to be appointed by the 
governor, one from each congressional 
district. . 

Another provision of the bill is for 
county boards of health to be appoint- 
ed when two successive grand juries 
have recommended the same. There 
are to be district commissioners of 
health, to come from each county or 
two or more counties when they shall 
unite for the purpose. The salary of 
such an officer shall be not less than 
$1,200 a year. The bill now goes to 
the senate. 

« The provision of the bill of general 
interest and which affects the public 
is as follows: 


Main Provisior of Bill. 


“Be it sfurther enacted, That it 
shall be Se duty of the district 
commig®>* > of health to be vigi- 
lant ig th work of disease pre- 
ventio’ and the conservation of 
public health, and to enforce all 
health laws of the state and 
health ordinances of their respec- 
tive localities, together with the 
rules and orders of the state board 


of health. They shall make such 
Sanitary jmspections and surveys 
of their districts as may be re- 


quired from time to time by the 
state board of health or by the 
county boards of hwiywh. They are 
hereby authorized “and _ invested 
with the power to enter upon 4nd 
inspect private property at proper 


times in regard to the possible 
presence, source or cause of dis- 
ease, to establish quarantine, and 


in connection herewith to order 
what is reasonable and necessary 
for the prevention and suppres- 
sion of disease; to close schools, 
churches, theaters or any place of 
Public assemblage, forbid public 
Satherings in order to prevent or 
Stay epidemics and to this end 
may ‘call in the aid of the sheriff 
and constables of the county, or 
the police of any town or city, 
who shall in such cases render him 
all needed assistance; they shall 
eollect statistics concerning insan- 
tty, feeblemindedness, tubercu- 
losis, and other infectious diseases: 
_they shall inspect hotels, inns, 
railway trains, street cars, depots, 
boats and ships, and also all places 
where food is sold and shall see 
that all laws pertaining to infect- 
fous and contagious diseases are 
properly enforced. They shall in- 
epect at least once every” six 
months and make a sanitary sur- 
vey of all public buildings and in- 
stitutions in their respective juris- 
dictions and shal! keep a report 
thereof as part of the records of 
their office and shall also file a 
Similar report with the secretary 
of the state board of health. They 
shall at least once every school 
vear inspect and make a sanitary 
survey of. the buildings, grounds 
and the water supply of every 
school within their jurisdiction anda 
shall have power to close any 
school when the sanitary condi- 
tions are such as to endanger or 
imperil the health or life of t >> 
pupilB.attending same.

July 30.—(Special.)—At 
a joint meeting here today of the cot- 
ton buyers of Macon and the cotton 
sellers from various points along the 
Southern railway in the Macon trade 
territory it was decided to protest 
against favorable consideration by the 
railroad commission of the petition now 
pending affecting the concentration of 
cotton in Macon. A committee has 
been named to appear before the com- 
rAsion on August 1}. 

The railroad is seeking from 
commission a permit to refuse to re- 
move cotton from one point to another 


where hoth points have compresses, or, 
in othel words, the railroad is seek- 
ing to Beep the cotton where it origi- 


nated and have it pressed. 

This course, it is claimed, would 
mean that the sellers would be at the 
mercy of the one or two buyers in the 
small towns and would be cut off from 
the competition among the large num- 
ber of Macon buyers. No adequate 
warehouse facilities have been provid- 
ed in many of the smaller towns and 
the producer would suffer.

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BRYAN DEFENDS 
COLOMBIAN PACT 


Secretary Says Payment of 
$25,000,000 Is Only Rea- 
sonable Compensation. 
Not Necessary to Go Into 
the Panama Revolution. 


Washington, July 30.—A second 
formal statement in defense of the 
proposed Colombjan treaty was issued 
tonight by Secretary Bryan.

Equalization Measure Is Hon- 
est Man’s Law, Declares 
the Governor. 


Temple, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—Be- 
fore a crowd of citizens gathered from 
Carroll, Douglas, Haralson and Polk 
counties, Governor John M. Slaton this 
morning explained the new tax equali- 
zation law. After his clear exposition 
of the act many who had previously 
been opposed to the measure went up 
to him and declared that they had 
been converted. 

The governor did not refer to his 
candidacy for the senate and made no 
mention of his opponents. 

Opponents of the tax. equalization act 
are for the most part those who do not 
understand it, he stated. The measure 
in no way puts any additional burden 
on the farmer, as some of its enemies 
have tried to imply, he said, but is in- 


tended to make every man assume his j; 


just part of the taxes. “It is an hon- 
est man’s law and any honest man who 
understands it will be its friend.” 

The governor stated that when he 
went into office he found the state's 


-finances in bad shape—that the legis- 


lature had appropriated for 1912-1913 
more money by hundreds of thousands 
than the income of the state. It was 
to retire this situation that he recom- 
mends the new law. It was intended to 
bring to light hidden property which 
had not contributed its share toward 
the support of thestate. The governor 
then cited instances of property being 
discovered which had never been taxed. 

The tax rate this year, he believed, 
would be less than five mills, next year 
not more than four, and the next per- 
haps not more than three.
